REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


The committee that was appointed by 
the president of the board to meet with 
Dr. Hill to discuss the matter of con- 
tagion, reports as follows: 


The committe met with Dr. Hill in the 
Health Department on October 11, the 
first discussion was the possibility of near- 
ly eliminating the use of Formadehyde gas 
as a fumigator, except in such cases as 
the health director sees necessary and in 
such cases the people will be asked to pay 
for the fumigators if able to do so. 


Formaldehyde gas is not recommended 
by the State Department of Health or by 
some cities of the state. 


This plan will represent a saving of 
approximately $326 per year or $1,944 over 
a period of six years. The committee feels 
this matter should be left entirely to the 
Health Director. 


The next subject discussed was the quar- 
antine of contagious disease. We have 


several letters from other cities of the 
state that do not have a quarantine of- 
ficer, but a registered health nurse acts 
as quarantine officer, and the people that 
are in quarantine do their own fumigating 
under the directions of the health nurse. 


The commitee recom'mends that one of 
the present school nurses be instructed to 
take over the duties of our past quarantine 
officer, at a salary of $1,400 per year and 
$200 per year for car maintenance. 


Also the committee recommends hiring 
a nurse to fill the vacancy of school nurse, 
inasmuch as the nurse working on con- 
tagious diseases can not go in the schools 
to work. 


This plan will mean a saving of $750 
per year, or a total saving of $1,076 per 
year.

Dear Mr. Gibbons: 


In reply to your letter of December 1st 
relative to medical aid for the indigent 
people, and also other citizens who ure net 
on the welfare, neither are they in a posi- 
tion to employ medical aid for themselves. 


It is a very serious condition but the city 
is fast getting to a point where we do 
not know what we will use for money, and 
the fact of the matter is that of the 
budget of $1,650,000 for the year 1932, 
one-third has not been paid. Furthermore, 
on November 8th, the people voted the 
$15.00 per thousand tax limitation which 
you realize is insufficient to operate all 
of the government that comes under this 
tax classification. 


I have had this matter up with Max 
Templeton, chairman of the Wavs and 
Means Committee, and have also discussed 
it with the Mayor, and for the present at 
least, we can only suggest that you go 
as far as you feel you can on the money 
set up in your budget and until the State 
Legislature meets and decides on how this 
$15.00 tax will be split up and also as to 
the legality of the $15.00 amendment, as 
voted by the people. We can only do what 
I judge you are doing, and that is, attempt 
to guess what is going to happen in the 
future. 


We are only too glad to cooperate with 
you and your Board to the fullest extent, 


but at this time at least, can give you 
no other answer than the one above.

It was discussed and then turned over to 
the Committee on Sanitation: Messrs. 
Stowell, Yale and Larrabee. It was re- 
quested by Mr. Gibbons that this Commit- 
tee meet with the Garbage Committee. 

As Dr. Yale and Mr. Larrabee were out 
of the city, Dr. Hill and myself met with 
the Garbage Committee on November 21st 
in the Garbage Department. This commit- 
bo was Mr. McComb, Mr. Trager, Mr.

Owing to the financial condition the city 
is now in and also to the cold weather, 
it was agreed to let this matter lie until 
March 1st and then the Garbage Committee 
will work with the Board of Health in 
deriving some way of caring for the 
garbage from people who are unable to 
furnish a can. 


Dr. Hill was instructed to run a notice 
in the paper instructing people not to 
throw garbage out to rabbits or chickens 
or to hurn it out of doors, but to drain it 
and drap in a paper, then burn in the 
stove or furnace,
